Tho coal situation improved yesterday, 
for with the moderation of the weather 
it was possible to break out the coal 
frozen in railroad cars and move it 
from tidewater to the city yards for 

bution. The relief, however, was 
just enough to take the edge off a. very 
pressing necessity, but the Fuel Ad- 


ministration was optimistic. However, 
there are still thousands of persons in 
this city who have not been able to 
fill their bins and are still only able 
to obtain coal in less than ton lots. 

Reeve Schléy, Fuel Administrator for 
New York County, said it was hoped 
to supply this week all those in urgent 
need and to restock the bins in many 
of the apartment houses where the ten- 
ants. have been suffering from cold. 
Mr. ‘Schley said there are 12,000 tons 
of coal piled up at this port and that 
this would be distributed also for the 
cellar trade. 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad is author- 
ity for the statément that there was 
on hand at Perth Amboy within the last 
few days 47,650 tons of anthracite 
ready for unloading into barges and 
livery at the piers in this city, The scar- 
city ot labor in handling the coal is no 
longer acute. 

Work Day and ‘Night te Get. Ceal: 


„We have organized gur coal unload- 
ing forces for a continuous day, night, 
and Sunday operation, said President 
E. E. Loomis of the Lehigh Valley. Ne 
expect to have unloaded 5 5,400 tons of 
rted coal in thé twenty-four hours ending 
at 8 o'clock Sunday, morning. and ‘as 
good or a better record will be made 
tor the same period of time ending 
Monday morning. Coal is moving cur- 
rently from.the mines. Our plan of 
operating through trains carrying 2,000 
‘to 2,500 tons of anthracite from the col- 
lieries to Perth Amboy without stop 
for classification en route is proving 
successful. There is enough coal ih 
sight for New York’s needs. It ig being 
rushed here as rapidly as possible, and 
the people out not to get papicky.” 

Officials of the Erie Railroad said that 
100 carloads of coal had been dumped 
at their Undercliff Terminal at. Edge- 
water for distribution in New. York 
points along the Hudson. Other lines 
reported the situation as “ easing off.” 

Although there was a considerable in- 
crease in the arrival of shipments in 
Brooklyn yesterday over the day before, 
the fuel situation in that borough re- 
mained acute. Difficulties in the way of 
transportation were largely responsible 
for the shortage, according to a state- 
ment made by local Fuel Administrator 
Frederick E. Gunnison. Most of Brook- 
lyn’s supply of coal reaches the borough 
on barges and the prevailing weather has 
gvriously interfered with that method of 
sbipment. Mr. Gunnison is hopeful that 
with a few days of milder weather 
Brooklyn will be enabred to obtain some- 
thing like its normal supply, which is 
from 8,500 to 9,000 totis a day. About 
2,500 tons of coal reached the Brooklyn 
pockets and yards yesterday by barge, 
and several hundred more tons by rail. 

Mr. Gunnison had to explain matters 
to the crowds that came yesterday to 
his office. In aimost every case where 
the emergency was pressing the appli- 
cant, after investigation, received a card 
to his regular dealer asking that his 
‘order be filled, or such part of it as 
was possible under present conditions, 

Many of the public schools in Brooklyti 
have coal enough to last only a few 
days, and there is said to be a possibil- 
ity that a number of them will have to 
close temporarily. 


4200 Persons Wait in Line. 


The lines of persons seeking coal at 
the various yards in Brooklyn grew 
longer yesterday. At Rudolph Reimer’s 
yard, Atlantic Avenue and Hendrix 
Street. there. were 4,000 mea, women, 
and children. Mr. Reimer had only 200 
tons of coal on hand, and this scant 
supply he distributed among the éager 
as evenly as possible. There 
were similar scenes in the poorer dis- 
tricts of Brownsville, Williamsburg and 
South Brooklyn. 

The Park Department is having. dif- 
ficilty in getting sufficient coal to keep 
the greenhouses heated: It is reported 
that- the Park Department in Queens 
must acquire coal at once or many of 
‘the valuable plants in the conservatory 
in Forest Park will be destroyed. In 
Rrooklyn. the Park Department has 
been keeping the plants alive by. burn- 
ing wood. 

Cyrus Miller, Administrator in 
the Bronx, said that about 1,600 tons of 
coal had arrived there.

Fewer. Sets of Plates issued Feb. 1 
and at Higher Cost. 


Secretary of. State Hugo calls atten- 
tion to the fact, of interest to auto- 
mobile dealers, that thé new law which

number of dealer's plates, the, object 
being to prevent much of the alleged 
willful abuse of their use and a result- 
ing loss of revenue to the State, The

manufacturers in New York State is

Under the new law dealers will be com- 


hereafter to any 
facturer except in cases w 
ness is of such magnitude as to warrant 
additional plates. A charge of $5 will 
be made for each set of plates, an in- 
crease of $3. 

These extra sets will be easy to dis- 
tinguish. The original set will de with- 
out any alphabetical designation. Be- 
ginhing with the second set, however, 


sets carrying succeeding letters, which 
will. follow. the registration’ numbers. 
This scheme is expected to assist the 
authorities in more readily fixing the 
responsibility in accidents where cars 
with dealers’ plates figure, and which 
at the present time has shown itself to 
be more or less difficult. 

There is a provision ‘in the new law 
which will require a dealer to notify Mr. 
Flugo's office of the sale of a new car, 
furnishing the date of the sale, the 
name and address of the purchaser and 
a description of the machine, with the 
number of the engine, &c. Where the 
dealer loans a set of plates to a pur- 
chaser while the latter is securing his 
plates from the State information must 
also be filed with the Secretary of State. 

Forms win be furnished to dealers 
and manufacturers on an, next 
month.

Danger in Gas 


The recent death of tne comedian, Nat 
M. Wills, who was asphyxiated while 
working in his garage by the exhaust 
fumes from the motor of his car, has 
served to call sharp attention to the 
insidious dangers of carbon monoxide 
gas. The gas is tasteless and colorless. 
There is a little odor, but pot enough to 
warn the unsophisticated. 

The poisonous gas Is produced by the 
incomplete combustion of carbonaceous 
substances when burned with an incom- 
plete supply of air. Many persons have 
guccumded to its poisonous fumes, and 
scientists have given the cause of death 
from the gas the name of petromortis. 

“This poisonous gas inhaled for a 
short time acts upon the red corpuscles 
of the blood and deprives the biood of 
its power of distributing oxygen to the 
system, said William H. Stewart, Jr., 
President of the Stewart Automobile 
School, yesterday. “A few full breaths 
will induce unconsciot

plenty of fresh air, together with a 
small quantity of gasoline properly va- 
porized, in order to insure efficient op- 
eration.» The exhaling of the motor is 
the exhaust.

‘Probably the largest single Ane: of 
expenditure included in the annual ap- 
propriation law has to do with the build- 
ing of our highways. Since 1898, when 
the first expenditure of State funds was 
made for their construction and main~ 
tenance, New York has expended or 
pledged over $120,000,000. This. was not 


the first State aid, however, as nearly 


a century ago attempts were made to 
encourage the improvement of highways 
by legislative grants to turnpike and 
bridge corporations. These companies 
were allowed te charge toll rates regu- 
lated and afterward maintained by the 
State until acquired as free roads. 

Up to 1900 the care and maintenance 
of the public highways were left almost 
completely to the localities, the Boards 
of Supervisors being restricted upon the 
amount of property assessed. The Com- 
missioner of Highways in each county 
was the boss, and he could order every 
man over twenty-one, with the exception 
of clergymen and county officials, to 
work upon the roads. But the new era 
of road cohstruction in the Empire State 
began in 1898 when provision was made 
for the State to construct a few macadam 
roads, the cost to be apportioned among

BRONX LAND Mar. 
‘Will Conform with h Tax Map and 


Eliminate Confusion. 


Conveyancers and others .whe have 
occasion to visit the Register’s office in 
the Bronx will be interested in the 
adoption of the new land map, te con- 
‘form with the tax map, and which will 
replace the obsolete map established in 
1891. 

Register Edward Polak of Bronx 
County announced that the Board of 
Tax Commissioners on vec. 7 filed in 
his office a certified copy of the new 
land map for Bronx County, Volumes 
1 and 2. 

The origina] land map, which became 
effective Jan. 1, 1891, divided the city 


viding line of Manhattan and the Bronx 
at Marble Hill; park improvements. new 
and widened streets and avenues, and 
the discontinuing and closing of streets 
and avenues. 

In spite of these actual physical 
changes the technical land map! re- 


mained unchanged. The result was con- 


‘sidefable confusion in determining the 
legal or technical indexing block for lots 
within areas where changes have oc- 
curred. The confusion was increased by 
the fact that, while the land map stood 
still, as of 1801, the, tax map has been 
kept up to date and in pace with actual 
street changes. The commercial atlases 
or maps which are in general use in 
real estate and other offices are pre- 
pared from tax maps, and the annual tax 
bills are rendered according to the blocks 
and lots of the tax map. Land owers, 
therefore, have become generally fa- 
miliar with the tax map, but often have 
not known that the land map differed 
from the tax map. Errors in recording 
instruments resulted. 

The new land map corrects this dif- 
ficylty. The intent of the 1916 law is 
that changes in the land map and tax 
mup shall be made once a year and. that 
the two maps shall conform.

HOUSING FACILITIES. IN QUEENS IMPERATIVE NEED 


last week for the taking over of toe ot 
the largest plants in Long Island City 
dy the Government for the manufactur- 
ing of airplanes and munitions has given 
rise to reports that the entire district 
may become an important centre of 
Government industries. 


The’ Stewärt- Warner spsedémeter 


plant, one of the structures to be taken 


over, was completed a few months ago 
and is representative of the splendid 
type of buildings that have character- 
ized Long Island City’s industrial en- 
pansion, There is little doubt that 
the future of the section as a leading 
industrial centre is assured for many 
years to come, and that its continued 
growth along these lines is not depend- 
ent solely upon war demands that will 
terminate when peace is declared. 


Residential construction providing 
housing facilities, nevertheless, has 
fallen off to a startling extent during 
the past year, in spite of the strong 
demand. . John W. Moore, Building 
Superintendent of’ Queens, reports that 
since the first of the year only 44 new 
tenements were projected, involving an 
outlay of $1,186,500, as compared with 
258, invotving $3,728,500, for the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

These figures indicate not only a 
marked decline in the number of new 
buildings,. but reflect the unusual in- 


arease in cost, 60 1917 average being 

Most of the people employed m the 
Long Island City factories are required 
to return.to the congested population 
centres in the city, in spite of the fact 
that there are large areas, within easy 
walking and riding distance, suitable. for 
the erection of both small homes and 
moderate priced tenements. 

It has been estimated that 16,000 peo- 
ple employed permanently in the bor- 
ough are compelled to live in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn because no homes are 
available in the immediate vicinity of 
their places of employment. f

TO EXTEND GAS MAINS. 


Will Obtain Service. 


After a long legal battle, which went 
for final decision to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the residents of 
Douglaston and Little Neck, L. I., will 
de furnished with gas by the Queens 
Gas Company. 

The Public Service Gommieaten. upon 
application of citizens in those sections, 
directed the ‘company to extend its 
mains from the terminal at Flushing to 
these lovalities. The company objected 
on the ground that the order was un- 
reasonable and that their return on the 
required investment would be. inauffi- 
clent to Justify the outlay. 

The ‘commission, however, pointed out 
that the growth of the towns and the 
surrounding country has been 80 steady

IN CITY AND STATE 


NoCause for Fearing Epidemic if People ) 


WwW ill Observe Recognized Precau- 


tions R ecord 


Ad nay that there 10 an epidemic of 
pneumonia is to sound an alarm- 
ist note that is not justified by 
the facts. There is, however, an 
‘unusual increase in the number of 
pneumonia cases and of pneumonia 
deaths. Pneumonia is a communicable 
er infectiqus disease, and therefore the 
mereased number of cases means far 
more danger than usual for all of us. 
Also, all the conditions of weather, 
foed and fuel which now promise to at- 
tend us throughout the Winter are 
favorable for the increase of the dis- 
ease. But pneumonia is, to a large ex- 
tent. an avoidable disease. So it is 
mest advisable that the people of New 
to escape it. 5 

For a number of years now pneumonia 
has been the most deadly disease in 
, this city; the vital statistics of the De- 
_ partment of Health show that more peo- 
ple die of it than of any other form ot 
fliness. Pulmonary tuberculosis, ‘* the 
treat white plague,” used to stand 
pretty close to it.

Statistics from Germany, 
before the gteat war broke out, showed 
that of 10,000 cases of pneumonia in the 
German Army only 4 per cent. resulted 
fatally. This was because of the splen- 
did physical condition of the soldiers. 
Fresh air is the great foundation stone 
of physical vitality. Vital “statistics 
show that pneumonia, bronchitis, colds, 
and grip fade away during the Summer 
months when the windows are open, in- 
crease during the months when the win- 
d:ws begin to be closed, attain and hold 
their maximum 4uring the shut-window 
months of Winter, and then decrease as 


Spring. 

Become a fresh air crank, even at ‘the 
risk of being disliked. Insist upon fresh 
air in your home, workshop, and office:

There have recently been some very 
interesting latoratory experiments which 
beer directly on the pneumonia situa- 
thon.

anthrax bacilli. 

Frogs ordinarily do not become sick if 
injected’ with anthrax germs—a very 
deadly germ which readily kills cattle 
and also men. If such frogs, however, 
are kept in a warm room.at blood-heat 
temperature, they will rapidly become 
sick and die of anthrax. 

In the case of chickens, which also do 
not readily take anthrax, sickness and 
death follow the injection of anfhrax 
Serms provided the chickens are chilled 


| by keeping them standing in cold water. 


White rats ordinarily are quite resist- 
ant to anthrax germs: Yet they rapidly 
become sick and die after being injected 
with anthrax germs provided they have 
| first been fatigued. It is a simple mat- 
ter to fatigue a rat in the laboratory | 
dy making the animal run a treadmill. 
Various animals can be readily infected 
with disease germs, to which they are 
ordinarily resistant, if their resistance 
is reduced by alcohol. 

From thése experiments the following 
lessons are drawn: the body should not 
he either excessively overheated: or 
chilled. When fatigued special care 


to infection of any kind. Alcoholic bev- 
erages should be shunned. . 

Among the many contributions to our 
knowledge made by the war none is of 
greater. interest or more important than 
those made in the domain of dietetics. 
This ig due largely to the economiés en- 
forced’ in almost all the warring coun- 
tries because of. diminished available 
supplies of certain staple - fovdstuffs.

going after the food profiteer with such 
vigor that the dealer who charges un- 
just prices will be eliminated from New 
York. Merchants making unfair capital 
out of war food emergencies, he prophe- 
sies, will be prosecuted and made to 
conform to the regulations or be forced 
out of business, regardless of their vol- 
ume of business. This can be done, he 
says, because of the recently enacted 
law defining the policy of New York 
State in relation to the production and 
supply of food and the control and dis- 
tribution of the necessaries of life. This 
law. giving the State Food Commission 
the authority to make rules and regula- 
tions for dealers doing a business less 
than $100,000 a year, has already been 
passed on by the Attorney General. 
Although the methods of procedure in 
detecting and controlling the refractory 
small merchant might differ from those 
used by the Federal Food Commission 
against merchants doing an annual busi- 
ness of $100,000 and therefore licensed 
by the Federal Government, both will be 
made to conform with the regulations, 
and strict watch will be kept to see that 
no loopholés are left for the retailer or 
wholesaler. 

„Food hoarding and profiteering will 
soon be too hezardous for the dealer 
to risk breaking the rules upon which 
we are now at work,“ Mr. Miner con- 
tinued. ‘‘.Not only will the merchant 
who violates them be subject to trial, 
prosecution, and fines, but he will be in 
danger of having his supplies cut eff 
by the wholesale house with. which he

Square Players, while it has

row Wilson in 1912. 


That was long before his name had.

as Governor of New Jersey in 1910 and 
1911, before he knew or saw him. He 
had supplemented that by his inevitable 
personal appraisal of the man, face to.

master builders to make Wilson the Dem- 
ecratic nominee for the Presidency. He 
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sailed for Europe on the day that the 
delegates to the National Convention 
assembied at Baltimore. He received the 
result of the balloting by wireless as his 
ship approached Queenstown. It was the

for him to go away just before the vic- 
tory. He had a dread of being caught

Today 
Hungary is a political entity, joined to 
the empire by the commercial and po- 
litical agreement of 1867, called the 
Ausgleich, which further provides for 
a common unity of conduct in the inter- 
national affairs of the Dual Monarchy. 
And, finally, the Emperor of Austria is 
also the King of Hungary. He is no 
longer a Magyar, however, but a Teutonic 
Archduke.

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Where Belgium’s Valiant Army Gives Battle 


Vast Shallow Lake Covers the Fighting Ground—-Germans Have Ceased 
Trying to Discourage King Albert's Men Through Propaganda 


HILE ‘the big news of the west 
front of late has come from 
the Cambrai sector, where the 
British are at hand grips with 

the Germans, or else from the troops of 

General Pétain in their fighting along 


the several hundred miles of front held 


by the French, the Belgian soldiers have 
been well-nigh forgotten. That the small 
army of Kin Albert is fighting with all 
the -uperb courage and strength which 
held Germany back and saved Europe in 


1914 no one doubts; but one hears littie x

The Belgian Military Attaché in this 
country, Major L. Osterrieth of the First 
Belgian Guides, described the other day 
some of the fighting which Belgium's 
army had teen’ doing in the last year. 
He said he wanted Americans to remem- 
ber that Belgium was still on the firing 
line with an organized force. 


“ We are there,” he remarked, “ though ?

Our army is bet- 
ter organized, better officered, and, I 
think, in better spirits even than it. was 
at the beginning of the war. Remember 
we are facing and holding at least ten 
German divisions, about 200,000 men, in 
front of our guns.”

The animals, too, have 
become hardened, though the Major said 
it had been found that a shaggy-haired 
dog did not do as well as a short-haired 


one on account of the weather condi- 


tions. They sickened and died in the 
Summer, chiefly because of the extreme 
humidity. 

The Germans, alec, have not found 
fighting in the flooded districts child's 
play.
